Your Committee on Extension and Street 
Traffic beg to report as follows: 


That we have held several joint meet- 
ings with the Ordinance Committee of the 
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Council with a representation from the 
Traffic Department and the Traffic Direc- 
tor. At a special meeting held on Jan- 
uary 22, 1937, the following occurred: 


A special meeting was held in the office 
of the Chief of Police on January 22, 1937, 
the following being present: Mr. Dail, Mr. 
Hammond, Mr. Hardy, Chief Seymour, 
Alderman Clark,»Judge Hughes and Mr. 
Anger. A general discussion took place 
regarding the possibility of obtaining mu- 
nicipal parking places, tickets issued for 
traffic violations, etc. Mr. Hammond read 
a report of traffic accidents occurring in 
the City during the year 1936. Mr. Ham- 
mond made a motion that the Traffic Com- 
mission consider the following proposi- 
tions: 


1. That parking on W. Kalamazoo 
Street between Walnut and Pine Streets 
be restricted. 


2. That negotiations be started to pro- 
vide for a crossing over the railroad tracks 
on Mill Street under the Kalamazoo Street 
viaduct. 


8. That parking be eliminated on Penn- 
sylvania Avenue for one block on_ both 
sides of Michigan Avenue; south of Michi- 
gan on the east side of Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue and north on Michigan on the west 
side of Pennsylvania. 


4. That the Traffic Director be appoint- 
ed a Special Officer in conenction with the 
performance of his duties. 


The above motions carried. Meeting ad- 
journed at 9:30 p. m. 


Your Committee begs further to report 
at this time that we favor stricter enforce- 
ment of all laws pertaining to traffic and 
City ordinances relating thereto as much 
as possible with the personnel now at our 
disposal. If after this is done further 
steps are necessary, your Committee will 
report further.
